Applicants wish to thank Examiner Leith for the helpful and courteous discussion 
with Applicants’ Representative on June 29, 2007. During this discussion it was noted that 
Maor et al may be overcome by deleting Zizyphus jujuba, from Claims 4, 9 and 15. The 
claims have been so amended. 

Maor et al fail to disclose or suggest using the remaining plants of Claims 4, 9 and 15. 

Therefore, the rejections of the claims over Maor et al is believed to be unsustainable 
as the present invention is neither anticipated nor obvious and withdrawal of this rejection is 
respectfully requested. 

Applicants note that Claim 1 stands withdrawn according to the Summary of the 
Office Action. Thus, it appears that Claim 1 should not have been included in the rejections, 
or alternatively withdrawal of the restriction requirement with regard to Claim 1 should be 
indicated.
